WEST 1*1)1 A TRADE. 

Measures Proposed by British Mer- 
chants to Remove Depression. 

London, Aug 20. — A largo antl im- 
portant, deputation from the West In- 
dies committee of merchants called at 
the Colonial Oilico to day and had an 
interview with Stanhope, Colonial 
Minister. They asked his assistance in 
arriving at an understanding as to the 
present position of the West Indies in 
the proposed convention, providing for 
a mutual exchange of certain goods, 
duty free, between the British West 
indies and the United States, on the 
same principle as that which obtained 
in the treaty of 1854 between Canada 
and the United States. The deputa- 
tion also requested the Government to 
reopen negotiations with the United 
States on the proposed treaty, ami also 
to arrange to have the British Weal 
Indies represented in tho Congress of 
the North and South Amerioan States, 
to convene in Washington in 1887. 

The deputation asked the Colonial 
Minister to use his influence to induce 
the Foreign office and the Board of 
Trade to bring about a conference for 
the purpose of erecting, on an effective 
basis, a aystem of sugar bounties in the 
interest of British sugar producers at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Stajihope .said, for obvious reasons 
he was unable to .say how deep y he 
sympathized with the trade depression 
in the West Indies. In regard to the 
proposed convention with the United 
States he was afraid he could way but 
little. The views of the Washington 
Government were well known. He 
himself had no very recent informa- 
tion on the subject, and he svould com- 
municate with Earl Iddesleigh, Kor 
eigu Minister, in order to ascertain the 
precise attitude of the United States. 
Concerning the proposed representa- 
tion of the British West Indies in the 
convention of North and South Ameri- 
can States, he favored it and would as 
certain whether tho Government at 
Washington would be willing to per- 
mit it. The question of Hugar bounties 
was one which belonged Lo tho Board 
of Trade, but he would exert himself 
to further the views presented. 

Highly Persons Drowned. 

A telegram from the Governor of 
Saint Pierro Miquelon, says a most vio- 
lent storm swept over that island 
Wednesday night. It was the fiercest 
known for a quarter of a century. 
Buildings were blown down and con- 
siderable damage done to shipping. 
Two vessels were dnven ashore and 
wrecked, and many men were drowned. 
Bong Island was strewn with the 
wrecks of fishing vessels, and fears aro 
entertained for the safety of the Grand 
Banks fle<it. The damage to shipping 
and property in different parts of New- 
foundland is very great, and eighty 
lives aro reported lost.

The Golden BCose. 

The receipt by the queen regent of 
Spain of the pope's golden ro.se h is led 
some curious writer to put together 
tho following particulars concerning the 
Hower: The first of these roses were 
dimply flowers of red enamel represent- 
ing the natural color of the rose. Later 
the color of the rose was left white, 
and a large ruby was put into the cen- 
ter, the reflection from which gave tho 
petals a red tint. Innocent XI. had a 
golden rose made which weighed over 
eight pounds, was ornamented with 
several sapphires, and represented a 
value of over 10,000 francs. Alexander 
VII. ordered one rose at G,000 franca 
and another at 1,000 francs. Lately the 
golden rose has been worth ovar 10, 
000 francs, and has taken the form of 
a branch with several flowers, a natur- 
al rose which has been blessed by tin- 
pope, forming the center. 'Of this kind 
is the rose which the queen regent of 
Spain has just received. It is planted 
in a magnificent silver gilded vase, 
which is a splendid example of Roman 
workmunsnip. The rose itself is said 
to be a Bynibol of tho Creator; the 
splendor and richness of the metal 
represents the eternal light which sur- 
rounds the divine, and the perfumes 
and apices which are placed in the vase 
by the pope, symbolize tho glory and 
resurrection of Christ. The benediction 
of the rose is a solemn ceremony. The 
holy father, in his sacred robes, reads 
the formula of the benediction from a 
book which is held by a bishop. The 
other bishops, holding lighted candles, 
stand by his side. The high dignitaries 
of the papal court surround the pontiff, 
holding the incense, the holy water, 
the spices and other perfumes. Anoth- 
er dignitary kneeling, presents the rose 
to the pope, who reads the prayers, 
blesses the incense, the spices, anil the 
perfumes, which are in turn presented 
to him by a cardinal. After putting 
them into the vase which contains tho 
rose, tho golden rose is blessed, and the 
ceremony ends.

LORD HA NDOLPH GH UB.OH.ILL. 

When, tho amiuu iicuniQut of the ap- 
pointment of L ltd Randolph Churchill to 
tho pout, uf leaderahip of chu liouao of com- 
mons was made, thu London Daily Nowa, 
either from an impartial point uf view, or 
in a spirit of political partisanship, aaid : 
"It is just throo years ago that a high 
oonservutivo authority in tho Proas, goad- 
• oil into plain speaking, doscribod Lord 
Randolph Churchill us a sort of overgrown 
schoolboy, who thinks ho is witty when 
he is only impudent, and who really does 
not Bonn! to 'possess sufficient knowledge 
evon to fathom the depths of his own ig- 
norance of everything worthy of tho name 
of Btatemanship." Ilia almost incredible 
ignorance uf alfairs, wo were then assured, 
his boyish delight in offering the rudest 
iiiBulta to men who have been fifty years in 
tho service of the State, hia pranks and 
his blunders, were ceasing to ainuae. That 
was, and it remains, a trenuhunt but in 
disputable sketch of one aspect of the cha 
ractor of the man who now holds tho des- 
tinies of tho conservative party in tho 
palm of hia hand. But it is only a par- 
tial sketch, and leaves unnoted heights 
and depths which lie beyond. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill sometimes presents him- 
self ns an overgrown schoolboy. 
l!ut if ho were only that he would 
not at the present moment be 
leader in the house of commons. These 
pranks and blunders supply fuller proof 
of the sterling qualities of the still yuuth 
ful lord. Truly he has in his brief politi- 
cal career said enough and done enough to 
wreck a dozen careers. Yet at the end of 
all he comes out stronger than ever, in a 
higher and mure commanding position. 
What the Standard wrote of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill on July 31, 1885, might 
have been written of Mr. Disraeli at any 
ttme from 1844 to 1840 It was an added 
shuck tu the public mind that Lurd Ran- 
dolph Bhould be nut only leader of tho 
houtiq of commons, but chancellor of the 
exchequer. The two offices, however, 
usually go together as a matter of con- 
venience. Tho chancellor of tho exche- 
quer has no departmental work such as 
occupies tho attention of any ofjthe secre- 
taries of state. Tho greater part of the 
year ho has nothing particular to du ; 
when budget night approaches ho finds all 
the drudgery of the post accomplished by 
tho permanent ollijials. In these cir- 
cumstances Lord Randolph Churchill will, 
it is safe to assume, make aj good a chan- 
cellor of the exchequer ua Sir 
Michael Hicks-iSoaoh or oven Sir 
William Harcourt. As for his heresy 
abuut protection, that is a matter of no 
practical consequence.. Ilia deliverances 
on the subject wore probably influenced 
by no mure important consideration than 
that hia thou chief, Sir Stafford Northcote 
was known to bo a free trader Evon if 
conviction on ibis head was mure deeply 
seated than are the a\erage of his politi- 
cal views, Lord Randolph knows that it 
would bo as easy for him to reunite Great 
Britain with the continent as to re estab- 
lish protection in this country. Ho may 
therefore bo counltd upon not to waBte 
his energies and reputation upon the 
fruitless enterprise. Lord Randolph, it 
must bo admitted, has no right to look 
to liberals for good wishes in hia new of- 
fices — with the prosperity of which, it 
ruuat not bo forgotten, tho welfaro of the 
country is temporarily bound up. 

THE ANARCHISTS. 

It is all over with the Chicago anarch- 
ists—at leaat with seven of them. They 
have been convictod ot murder in throw- 
ing or conspiring to throw a dynamite 
bomb into the police ranks whereby nine 
policemen were killed and some twenty 
others crippled for life. Tho convicts ap 
pear to be a desperate lot. Six of the 
number are of foreign birth and belonged 
to tho international society of Europe be- 
fore coming tu America. Drily one (Par- 
sons) is native born and his record shows 
him to be a low and unprincipled fellow. 
If these men had escaped tho penalty of 
thoir crimtz justice would not only have 
been blind; she would hive been fast 
asleep and snoring . An appeal has been 
taken to the supreme court. But how can 
an appeal be uucceasful in such a cane? 
The law is very clear. Il is nut neces- 
sary that a man should kill the person he 
aims at to constitute him a murderer. If 
tho act he is about to commit is murder 
he is none the less guilty if the wrong 
man is hit. It is no defence to urge that 
tho bomb, were not thrown at any par- 
ticular person. The intention was to kill 
and the intention was only too success- 
ful. Civilization will nj ice when the 
hswb comes that these wicked men have 
mat their deserts. It is not a little singu- 
l.r that, with one exception, the con- 
vijted anarchists first saw tho light in 
countries where political liberty is un- 
known and whuru the actions of men are 
regulated at the caprice of the ruler. 
Coming to America, where tho constilu- 
lion dfolsr jj .hat all men are "free and 
equal," where labor is well rewarded and 
whore no industrious mini need suffer 
Irom want they immediately began to plot 
against the institutions of the country 
which had given them an asylum. The 
natural result of such ingratitude is before 
us. It is to he hoped that the fate of the 
wretches at Chicago will erveasa warning 
to all who may attempt to undermine so- 
ciety with dynamite. 

AS SOLID AS A HOCK. 

Tho declaration of Mr. Chamberlain in 
the house of commons on Thursday night 
defines his position exactly. He has cut 
loose from that bogus radicalism which 
regards the honor and integrity of tho em- 
pire of so slight a value that il would Con- 
Runt to the disrupt! u of the nation. Mr. 
Chamberlain has taken a bold stand. 
He has shown that he can rise above tho 
potty consideration of party when national 
interests are imperilled. Tho timid and 
halting policy of Mr. Gladstone has driven 
Mr. Chamberlain and his friends from tho 
liberal ranks, perhaps torover; and no re- 
conciliation is possible ho long f.s the lib- 
oral leader entertains I he views which have 
boon decisively condemned by tho country. 
Both Lord Hartington ami Mr. Cham- 
berlain have declined office in the conser- 
vative government; but both hdvo de- 
clared that thoy will stand by Lord Salis- 
bury's government bo long an ho will 
strive to preserve tho nation intact. Mr, 
Chamberlain's words are not only signi- 
ficant when considered in connection with 
the Irish question. They have a broader 
and moro comprehensive meaning. By 
tho integrity uf the empire is meant tho 
preservation of colonial connection as well 
as the retention of Ireland us a member 
of the United Kingdom. Mr. Chamber- 
lain's words are bravo and patriotic; taid 
the position be lias taken entitles him to 
the gratitude uf loyal men everywhere, 



CITY DR4INAGE. 

During the recent agitation for a better 
supply of water it was frequently stated 
that tho vote on the water loan bylaw 
would decide tho drainage question as 
well. It was not conceulod from tho pub- 
lio that if tho water bylaw should be de- 
feated tho city would have no nood fur 
tho plans of a system of sewerage now in 
course of preparation by Pickering & 
Croinpton. With this knowledge before 
them the ratepayers passed the water bylaw 
by a thumping majority; and tho council 
will now take in hand the extension of the 
waterworks so that ovory ratepayer with- 
in the city limits will bo in the enjoy- 
ment of an unlimited Biipply for house- 
hold and garden. While tho extension uf 
the waterworks is being pushed it will bo 
the duty of tho council to frame and lay 
before propertyowneraaDylaw to authorize 
tho raising of a sum of money for sewerage 
purposes. Tho amount required will bo 
large; but money spent in securing tho 
health and cleanliness of the town will be 
well spent. Ear away and beyond every 
othor consideration tho hygienic state of 
the municipality requiroa immediate at- 
tention. If Victoria is to continue what 
Nature has made hor— a health resort — 
she must cleanse herself thoroughly and 
provide means for remaining clean ever 
afterwards. The plans uro expected to 
reach here in the course of a few days, 
and tho council will lose no time in ask - 
mg for tho necessary authority to prose- 
cute the work. 

THE WHEAT 8UPPLY OF THE 
WORLD. 

The wheat producing countries of the 
world, exclusive of the United States and 
Canada, promise an aggregate uf fully 
1,500,01)0,(100 bushels this season, or 35,- 
000,000 bushels below an average annual 
production for such countries, and 100.- 
000,000 bushels short of last year's crop; 
in tho United States and Canada the pro- 
duction will be about 75,000,000 bushels 
greater than last year, or, say, 15,000,000 
bushels short of what may be accepted aa 
an average, so that the year's wheat crop 
of the world, as now indicated, will fall 
50,000,000 bushels short of an average 
productiou, and approximately 25,000,- 
000 bushels below last year. If these 
calculations bo justified by actual results, 
and it be considered that the United 
States has an available surplus of previous 
growth amounting to 30,000,000 bushels, 
with practically normal stocks abroad and 
all oat, it is apparent that there cannot bo 
likely to arise any special stringency in the 
needs of the wheat importing countries 
during tho year, although all tho surround- 
ings justify an expectation of materially 
better average prices than hive been 
realized for wheat the past year. During 
tho past year tho United States exported 
95,000,000 bushels of wheat, 11 .ur includ- 
ed. With a crop uf fully 325,000,000 
bushels this season, and an available sur- 
plus of previous growth of 30,000,000 
buahola in excess of needed reserves, the 
availablo supply is approximately 4C5,- 
000,000 bushelB, from which can be 
spared for export 120,000,000 to 125,- 
000.000 bushels, quite comfurtu hly , say 
25,000,000 to 35,000.000 buahols more 
than wore disposed of tho past year. 

THE AFGHAN BOUNDARY. 

Comment was recently made on tho an- 
nouncement by cable that tho dispute bo- 
twoen Russia and England as to the Af- 
ghan frontier had been settled. Nothing 
was contained as to the terms of settle- 
ment. Tho following letter from Mr. 
Charles Marvin to tho London Times 
throw8 8ome light on tho matter: 

"Sir, — Tho telegram issued to-day 
through Router's agency from St. Peters- 
burg, stating, Recording to 'intelligence 
received from Khabarovka,' tho 'delimi- 
tation of tho Afghan frontier has been 
finally settled,' must surely apply to a 
totally different frontier dispute, viz: — 
that between China and Russia. So far 
as I am aware, there is no Khabarovka 
in Central Asia, while last Bpring China 
sunt to Knabarovka, on tho Amoor, a 
commissioner to Bettlo a frontier dispute 
with Russia. Apparently an error haa 
arison in confusing the Amoor with the 
Amou or Amu-Daria (Oxus), on which the 
disputed Afghan point of Khoja Seleh is 
situated. After what has recently appear- 
ed in your columns hh to tho serious cha- 
aracter of the hitch, it would be a matter 
of aurprise to hoar that the dispute had 
boon so suddenly and so readily ad- 
justed." 



Victoria's Supremacy. 



To tiik EuiTOlt:- By an item that ap- 
peared in this morning's Colonist the public 
are again informed of tho disagreeable fact 
that our tugs still continue to be idle while 
American tugs secure the lowing of English 
ships in Canadian waters. It appears from 
the item in question that the steamer Alex- 
ander was telegraphed to como to Port An-

By this short, Hiiro and convenient route 
for a lino of telegraph our tug owners would 
receive qui ok intimation of any shipping 
either in Port Angeles or anywhere inside 
the capo, and accomplish another very im- 
portant thing, viz., doing away with that 
uselessly long and unnecessary cable from 
Clover Point to New Dungeness. W,

FRANCE. 
Pabis, Aug. 27. — The recall of the French 
ambassador at tho Vatican is regarded here 
as tho first stop toward tho disestablish- 
ment and diseudowmeut of tho church in 
Prance, which, it is thought will be a result 
of the pope's refusal to recede from the 
position ho has taken in relation to China. 

ENOLAND. 

London, Aug. 27.— The reply of the czar 
to the address sent to him by the JCankofY 
government is rigidly worded, although he 
promises to protect Bulgaria. The porte 
has received replies Ironi the various powers 
to its announcement of Prince Alexander's 
deposition. With the exception of Italy 
the different governments merely note the 
contents of the circular reserving all ulterior 
communications. The reply of Italy, in 
addition, recognizes the porte's right to pro- 
test against tho illegality of Prince Alex- 
ander's deposition. 

In the house of commons Sexton chal- 
lenged Lord Randolph Churchill to deny 
that land purchase formed part of the gov- 
ernment's scheme. [Cheers. J Mr. Cham 
berlain, ho continued, was a master of the 
useful art of suppressing any part of his 
case which did not serve his purpose. Such 
a practice was not calculated to give a poli- 
tician a permanent advantage in the eyes of 
English gentlemen. [ Cheers. ] The liritisb 
government party were answerable for the 
wrongdoing oi the Irish landlords. Mr. 
Gladstone had made the landlords the most 
brilliant oiler they had over had. When 
that oiler was .spurned and used to 
bring discredit upon the offender there 
was no obligation in order to renew it. 
If there wore any moro talk about honor 
Mr. Gladstone could doubtless say as 
Lady Teazle Baid to Charles Surface, had 
we nut bettor leave honor out of the 
question/ [Laughter.] Certainly, Mr. 
Gladstone would never mike Mr. Chuni- 
berlain judge ur custodian of his honor. 
Mr. Sexton believed that liberals of the 
future would be party to tho plundering 
of Ireland. Mr. Gladstone's land 
purchase schomo was secured by every 
penny of the public roveuue of Ireland. 
This was the security of seven million 
pounds yearly. True union would have 
resulted from tho adoption of that policy, 
and no unnatural combination of intrig- 
uing politicians could long delay that 
union. The appointing of General Puller 
would not promote such union, but wuuld 
give Iroiand tho character of a foreign 
country. Chamberlain, despite tho con- 
dition of Ireland, was content to wait as 
l>ng as the government wished. If Cham- 
berlain had lived in tho timo of Nero, he 
would have played a second fiddle while 
Rome was burning. In conclusion, Sox- 
ton said that tho Parnellites would coun- 
sel Irishmen to stand by each other and 
not be intimidated by fear of combina- 
tions, They would remind Irishmen that 
Gladstone's groat effirt to promote peace 
between the two countries was supported 
by a million and a quarter uf the British 
people .

Parnell's amendment was rejected by a 
vote of 'Mi to 181.

BAVARIA. 
Lr.MliKlto, Aug. 2!) --Prince Alexander 
arn\odhore at 'J o'clock this afternoon, 
and waa received at the railway depot by 
Court Martial Reidsell and Court Chap- 
lain Koch. The prince on appearing at a 
window of the railway carriage was given 
an ovation by thousands of Germans and 
Poles who raised enthusiastic cheers and 
indulged in other joyful demonstrations. 
On alighting, tho prince was presented 
with a bouquet by a little girl amid en- 
thusiastic cheering. The crowd escorted 
the princo to a carriage when a journalist 
delivered a short address of welcome, con- 
cluding with the words "Perish the trai- 
tors." Then the people escorted him tu his 
hotel. Tho town is brilliantly illuminated 
to-night. Alexander will proceed to Pros - 
Inn to-morrow.

BULGARIA. 
London, Aug. 27. — Authentio informa- 
tion has at last reached hero in regard to 
tho movements of Princo Alexander, of 
Bulgaria. He landed at Roni, in the 
Russian province of Bessarabia on Wed- 
nesday. On leaving the yacht in which 
ho iiad been transported to that point, he 
made a brief farewell address to tho com- 
mander and escort. In this he expressed 
his regret at leaving Bulgoria. He de- 
clared that he would never cease to take 
a profound intoreat in Bulgaria's future. 
Ho had no deeper desire than that for 
Bulgaria's happiness and prosperity. 
Toward this end ho had ever labored 
with his whole heart. The Bulgarians 
aro practically unanimous in thoir demand 
for the prince to return. As a ro»ult of 
tho undoratanding rouchod by tho ad- 
herents of Alexander at Sofia and Tir- 
nova a council of regency has boon 
formed. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Aug. 27. — Do Giers, Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, yesterday 
issued a circular from Fronzabab, Bo- 
homia, explaining tho Russian connection 
with tho Bulgarian coup d'etat. De GierB 
declares that Russia could novor approve 
of tho ciruuuiatancoB attending Princo 
Alexander's abdication. Bulgarians who 
favored tho deposition of Alexander, Do 
Giers continued, undoubtedly followed 
thuir natural feelings, thereby roinoving 
obstacles which disturbed a cIobo union uf 
Bulgarians, who were liberated by u heavy 
and unselfish sacrifice by their kindred, 
the Russian pouplo . Tho circular then 
contains tho following: From tho mo- 
ment when, with genuine astonishment, 
we learned how the deposition was mis- 
understood, we instructed our agents in 
Bulgaria tu secure a reversal of what Iihb 
happened, uud nut leave a train of sus- 
picion that Russia's action hud any in- 
fluence in the affair. Bulgarians, by thoir 
attitude in the deposition, have manifested 
the greatness of their sympathy with thoir 
liberator; what Bulgaria did or did not 
in a moment cf unreflecting excitement 
has been paid through Russian influence, 
and shall nut matters therefore be now 
settled in a definite, legal, loyal form I I 
may not oven entertain the hope that 
Alexander, whoso high faculties we are 
willing to acknowledge, but who unhap- 
pily became a puppet of influences ho 
waa unable sutticiently to resist, will, 
from regard for tacts and Boborly judging 
the situation anew of his own accord, 
without pressure, the act of abdication 
forced from him under conditions which 
we wore tho iirst to regrot. Wo shall, 
acting in concert with friendly powers, bo 
enabled to restore in a fair manner tho 
balance between the conflicting iuterost 
in ttio east and Bulgaria from furthii' 
eventualities, and bo able to place tho 
peace uf Europe on a new and a .lid basis, 
and surround it by tho further strong 
guarantees of our friendship with neigh- 
boring states and with European powers 
generally. 

FltABNSBAD, Aug. 27. — Bismarck and 
Do Giers mot to-day and conferred for 
an hour and a half. Thu meeting waa 
entirely diplomatic in nature. Subse- 
quently Do Giers was Bismarck's gueat at 
lunch. After lunch tho chancellor atarted 
for Berlin.

A Celebrated Attack liy Itees. 

Death from bee stings is an unusual in- 
cident. At Ludlow, huwovor, on Tues- 
day, Mr. John Adnoy, formerly mayor uf 
that place, waa atung ao aovoroly by a 
swarm of beea in his garden that ho died 
almost immediately. 

Perhaps tho moBt formidable attack by 
bees on record, and one which attracted 
ounaideaable attention at tho timo, oc- 
curred in Prussia on tho same day of the 
mouth 65 years ago — namely, on the 20th 
of duly, 1820 M. Eulert, a merchant, 
was travelling in a carriago with his wife 
from Wittenburg to Berlin, whon, on the 
high road between Kropstadt and Schrao- 
gelsdorf, a huge swarrn uf boea suddenly 
covered tho carriage, horses, travolors and 
coachman. In a few minutes the horses, 
overpowered by stings, lay down on tho 
ground. The c >achman, while endeavor- 
ing to aid the horses, lost his hat, hia 
hoad became covered with a matted 
mass of bees, hair and blood, and befell 
down insensible. Mr. Eulert, whoso 
mouth was filled with bees, rushed off for 
assistance. On returning to tho spot 
with a woodman whom he met and some 
laborers, Mmo. Eulert waa found lying 
face downward on the ground, happily 
not much injured. The coaohman was 
still insensible, and for 18 hoiirB hiu cacu 
waa precarious. 

The bees being at last driven away by 
burning huy and Btraw, the Buffering hor- 
ses were examined, and woro discovered 
to bo in a frightful condition. Ono died 
the same day from tho effect of the stings 
it had received; and tho other waB taken 
tu Schmogelsdorf and placed under tho 
caro of a veterinary surgeon, but nuccumb- 
ed to its injuries on the following day. 
Thoro were at the timo no fewer than 2,- 
000 hivea of been in tho commune of 
Schmogelsdorf, where not only regret but 
also no alight anxiety was caused by M. 
Eulort's adventures. — St. Jumei Gazette ,

nalnio. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 

Nanaimo, Aug. 27. — Steamer Ancon 
has arrivod from Alaaka. She brings, 
besides a large passenger list, 5-9i,00t) in 
gold from the Truadwell mine. 

When tho Chinese, who were oxpouild 
from tho Tread well mine, arrived at 
Sitka, they wore nearly starved, having 
been eight days on the schooner with very 
little to eat. A number of them were 
unable to stand, boing lame from swollen 
loga; there wore so many on each ichooner 
that they did not have room to lio down. 
Upon the arrival at Sitka of the Ancon 
Capl. Carroll had several hours' consulta- 
tion with the Chinamen; he told them he 
would tako them back to tho mine, and 
see they were landed, and the Chinamen 
knew ho was as good aa his word. They 
went aboard tho Ancon and Bailed for 
Douglaa Island on the morning of tho 
ICth inat. On the evening of the 18th 
the Ancon landed all the Chinese at the 
Treadwell mine. There waa no roaistanco 
up to the time of tho Aucon Bailing for 
the south 

When Governor Swineford arrived at 
Sitka last week from Washington, it was 
reported to him that one of the chiefs 
of the Chilcoot Indians had insulted Bishop 
Seghurs and party on his way to the You- 
kou. The governor took twelve men from 
Juneau and got tho Idaho to take him and 
party to Chilcoot. On arriving there he 
iuvitod the chief on board under pretense 
that the governor wished to see him. When 
the chief came on board the steamer he luul 
him put in double irons and put down in 
the ship's hold, and tool; him toSitka before 
the commissioners who, after hearing all 
the evidence, discharged the chief. No 
wonder tho mob drive out Chinamen and 
.lo what they ploase, when the governor 
will do such a high handed piece of work 
as taking a posse of men and kidnap an 
Indian, and take him 200 miles from home 
without authority. 

Ju~.xkau, Aug 18 — Some miners arrived 
from the Vnkou, and reported moderately 
good bar diggings, but water too high to 
work them at present. They came for pro- 
visions and start uaok in a few days. They 
report that one of Bishop Seghers' party 
got drowned while crossing the lake.

Three Miles Kow-ed in 19m. 
!Ms. ut Worcester. 

Hanlan rowed his third and last trial 
against timo at Worcester on Saturday. 
The dummy railway, which rmiB to tho 
lake from the city, passes through a beau- 
tiful stretch of country. The water waa 
in splendid condition, but there waa a 
| alight side wind. When the launch had 
i got a favorable poaition above the start 
I ing point, Hanlan bucked into position 
! and, pulling; his red and white striped 
shirt over his head, waited in hia bare 
1 skin for the word. He was a picture aa 
, ho aat like a statue in the boat, with great 
swelling muscles reudy for the strain. Mr. 
W.A. England asked: "Ready, Mr. 
Hanlan i" Hanlan nodded, and imme- 
diately the word "Go" dropped from tho 
referee's lips. Deep went the broad 
bladea into tho still waters, and away 
leaped the shell, throwing up miniature 
fountains on each aide of tho aharp prow. 
Hia stroke was about J4, and it was early 
. apparent that he was rowing faster 
at tho atart than ho was on Thursday. 
When Regatta Point was reached Hanlan 
had settled to hia old, ateady swing, 
which sent the shell flying along. When 
the half-mile point waa roachod a broeze 
seamed to blow from tho shore, and 
caused Hanlan to use the windward oar 
and rather marred the bounty tif his acul- 
ling, but it did not aoein to retard the 
Bpeed of his boat. 

The flying sculler seemod to havo re- 
gained hia form at the three iiuarter*, 
and there was a cry of admiration aa 
Hanlan ahot past tho scarred pine tree, 
which raarjta to the striving oarsman that 
tho mile hud been passed in a triflo over 
six minutes. On lie wont, with that 
famous long, sweeping stroke that baa 
many times curried him to viotory. 
About a quarter of a mile from tho turn- 
ing stake ho wan met by Webb and 
O'Toole, and they accompanied him a 
abort distance, when ho ahot acroiia tho 
course and made for the turning buoy. 
He reached the stake and was turning 
in just 9m. 2:U. from tho atart, which 
waa '-?is. quicker than on Thursday's trial. 
He waa un hia way to the finish lino na 
the watches on board the Apollo marked 
9ra, 45s. Down the lake he catue rowing 
in splendid form. Near the 2 mile mark he 
rested on his oars a moment and t lion re- 
sumed his regulation li'J stn ko. He 
rowed un for a short distance and his oars 
appeared to trouble him. He agein stop- 
ped, washod the right hand oar (which he 
afterwards explained was suturatod with 
perspiration, making it slippery), und 
then. 'washing nis mouth out, kept on. 
For the li re t time in the trial his stroke 
dropped to lit), but thia was only for a 
abort time, as when he waa about one half 
mile from the finish he again apurtud. The 
strains of the band on Regatta Point now 
reached his ears, and it appeared to put 
! new life into him, and hu came to the 
finish lino Hying. It waa hero ho made a 
futal mistake. Around the finish line 
wore u lot of boats which had no bushiest 
there, and Hanlan missing one of them 
! for tho judges' boat and stopped rowing, 
allowing bis boat to go along by its mo- 
1 montum. As the judges' boat was in 
I reality moored several lengths below, his 
j time wis not taken until his shell passed 
I hor. This error cost him at least four or 
! lire seconds, and, when his time was an - 
' pounced, it proved to be 19m. 'J.'ls., which 
1 just ties his great record of Thursday. 
| All those who timed him when he stopped 
; rowing made his time 19m. 20i. Hanlan 
, appeared tired at the finish, and attribut- 
I ed it to the manner in which hia boat was 
rigged. He says it caused him to expend 
moro power than in his other trials, He 
j states positively that before the snow flies 
ho wiU lower this record some seconds. 

Hanlan arrived al Boston Saturday 
evening, accompanied by George H. Hos- 
mer, Ed. Cunningham and John Rlakoy. 
The ox -champion looked remarkably well 
for a man who had in tho afternoon 
rowed thu faateat three milea ever 
made by any sculler in a shell. 
Ho received a telegram from Senator 
Oikley, of New York, asking if the 28th 
of this month would be convenient for 
him to row Courtney for thu $:!000 purse 
at R ickaway. Tho telegram further stat 
ed that the Union Springs sculler would 
start for the bo.ich to begin training the 
tirst of the week. Hanlan replied, stat- 
ing that the time would be convenient to 
him and that he would start for Now York 
on Tuesday. 

Tho boat in which he made hia fust 
time is, ho states, only one-twentieth of 
an inch thick. If possible, ho will have 
a boat constructed on tho same model, 
but a little heavier, to take to England 
with him about Sept. 1st. Ho will not 
row for a few days, as ho wishoa to fully 
recover hia strength before rowing Court- 
ney.

a cockroach toubna- 

ment'; 

sport in the chinese quarter of 
Chicago. 

The Chinese reHidents of Chicago 
have been greatly excited over the out- 
come of a "Cockroach Tournaniont," 
which has been going on in the base- 
ment of a down townjhumdry and Chi- 
nese club-house for the last three nights 
It is tho first big tournament ever held 
east of the Pacific Coast, and was con- 
ducted by a party of Qhineae sports 
who left San Francisco three weeks 
ago with nearly fifty trained cockroach- 
es. It was reported on Monday that 
the .San Francisco party had left for 
New York, having won several thou- 
sand dollars from local Chinese bet 
ting men. The tournament was opened 
last Wednesday, a featherweight tight- 
er being matched against a middle- 
weight cockroach. Before the insects 
were pitted against each other they 
were handled by Quong, a Chinaman, 
who had had some experience in this 
line in China. With a minute pair of 
scissors he clipped their wings, and 
then just before facing them greased 
their bodies with salve. This is done 
to prevent the insects catching one an- 
other by the greased portions of each 
other's bodies. At a signal the two 
champions were dropped into the pit. 
This was a large urn, shaped like a 
punch-bowl and greased on the edges. 
The tirst fight was one of the best of 
the whole tournament. When the two 
lighting roaches dropped into tho bowl 
tiioy sprung at each othwr with the 
fierceness of bulldogs. Just eleven 
minutes after the tight begun the big 
roach was dead. When ho died, how- 
ever, he mortally wounded his slayer. 
In his last struggles, and despite the 
pain caused by his efforts, he turned 
in such a manner that his left fore leg 
was pulled from its socket, but in so 
doing he caught his adversary by the 
throat. The next instant ho died cov- 
ered with wounds, while the little vie 
tor staggered otl' with a horrible cut in 
his throat. Eight battles were fought 
the first night, it |being o'clock be- 
fore the last battle was finished. The 
betting was heavy and many of tho lo- 
cal men were winners. The next night 
only four battles were got through 
with, but they were all desperate con- 
tests and lasted one hour each. On tho 
third night there were eleven battles, 
and when the tournament ended the 
San Francisco Chinamen had nearly 
all the monev of the local sports. It 
was reported that the Chinaman 
Quong, who handled the lighters, had 
played into the hands of the visitors 
and drugged some of the bugs. 

Bad ClujM'se Boys. 

So far reference haB been had only 
to the older class of hoodlum Mongo- 
lians. There is another class, no less 
dangerous to society, to bo found 
among the Chinese boys, many of 
whom are members of industrious 
families. Tho example set by the older 
roughs is imitated an closely as it is 
possible for those of tender age to fol- 
low in the footsteps of their elder 
"cousins.'' To be bad, thoroughly and 
irrevocably bad, is their highest am- 
bition. They pick up American pro- 
fanity readily, and use it with a free- 
dom and frequency that would drive 
the most depraved American hoodlum 
to despair. But it is not on their pro 
liciencv in the use of oaths or filthy 
language t hat the young pagans rest 
their reputation tor wickedness. It af- 
fords them a certain pleasure to mingle 
with the Sunday school youths of their 
own race and tire offa few bombshells 
of profanity now and then, while the 
Chriatainized Mongolians raise their 
eyes in holy horror. But this is only 
lleeting joy. To sport a weapon of of- 
fense in the shape of a knife or pistol, 
and to display it on all occasions wheu 
the eye of the police is not upon them, 
is a pleasure smacking more of delight- 
ful outlawry, and it is enjoyed to the 
full by the bad young man in China- 
town. A knife having a four-inch blade 
and a short, thick handle — one of 
those wicked-looking knives that cut 
both ways and n st be carried in a 
leather sheath--is the delight of the 
Mongolian Imodium. The sheath is 
generally fastened to a strap about the 
waist, and is concealed from view by 
the outer garments. Such knives have 
been found in the possession of Chi- 
nese hoodlums under 1 vears of age. 
It is, indeed, doubtful if the: majority 
of the class under discussion do not 
carry a weapon of this kind, and some- 
times two or three, with a pistol to 
boot. Tho more closely he resembles a 
walking arsenal the better the young 
pagan is pleased with himself, for he 
can then easily convince the Chinatown 
residents that he is a very, very bad 
young man. — San Francisco Chronicle,
